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PREFACE. 


The annual reports of the Department of Migration for the years 1935 and 
1936 consist each of three parts and three sets of statistical tables, namely, 

Part I — General and partly historical 

Part 11 — The analysis of statistics for the sear under review. 

* 

Part 111 — Citizenship and cognate matters. 

The principal tables of migration for the year. 

The subsidiary tables of migration for the year. 

The principal tables of naturalization for the year. 

The arrangement of these reports appears to have given satisfaction and 
there is no present intention of changing the form of the reports, which was 
devised for Palestine and for which there was no model from other territories. 


On this occasion of reporting on the activities of the department during the 
year 1937 a variety of circumstances has prevented the synchronous prepara¬ 
tion of Part 11 with the other parts of the report, namely Parts I and III to¬ 
gether with tin* several principal and subsidiary tables of statistics. 


It is most desirable to publish the tabulated statistical data as soon 
possible after the completion of the year to which they relate. For this reason 
it was decided to publish the report for 1937 without Part II, and to publish 
Part II as a supplementary report later in the year. On the one hand, it is 
undeniable that there is some advantage in including in one volume the whole 
of a departmental report if the circumstances permit its careful preparation 

within a reasonably short time after the conclusion of the vear under review. 

• • 

'Hie circumstances on this occasion were not favourable and thev are not 

* 

likely often to recur. On the other hand, to withhold from the public for an 
unduly long period the skeletal material of departmental activity revealed in 
the statistics is largely to nullify the utility of the report, for the public may 
and often do draw their ow n conclusions and make their own inferences with¬ 
out reference to departmental interpretations of statistics. Indeed, there may 
he many who prefer first to have the skeleton and adorn it with fabrics of 
their own making ; and later to view the figure dressed in fashions of official 
sort. These will feel that no apology need he made for the temporary omis¬ 
sion of Part II; and others will accept apolog\ with the tolerant forbearance 
to which the department has now gratefully become accustomed.

1. A brief record of the creation of the department and its subsequent 
history is given in the annual reports for (lie years 1934 and 1935. 

2. At tlie end of 1937 tlie department was divided into the following mree 
branches controlled from headquarters in Jerusalem : — 

(at The inland immigration offices 

(b) 'Phe front ier control service 

(cl 'The citizenship and passport office. 

The inland immigration offices at lei Aviv. Haifa, Jerusalem, Jaffa and 
Tiberias deal with applications by residents of each district for immigration, 
passport, and citizenship services. 

The frontier control service is concerned with the control of the movement 
of all persons into and out of Palestine through the ports of Jaffa and Haifa, 
the frontier controls at Kantara, Has en Naqura, Rosh Pinna, Samakh. 
Allenl>\ Bridge, Jisr Mejamie, Jisr Yannuk and Beersheba, and the air-port, 
controls of Lvdda. 'Tiberias and Gaza. The work at Reersheha and Gaza is 


performed by customs officers on behalf of the Department of Migration. 
'The Allenhv Bridge frontier control was opened in January, 1937, and those 
at Jisr Mejamie and Jisr Yarnnik in 1937. A port control will shortly he 
opened at Tel Aviv port; while the air-port control at Gaza will he closed 
down as all air services are now using the Hydda or Tiberias air-ports. 

'The citizenship and passport office in Jerusalem deals with all matters 
relating to the verification of Palestinian and British nationality and all 
applications for the grant of Palestinian citizenship. 

The issue of Palestinian and British passports and of temporary travel 
documents is centralized in that office. 

'The citizenship and passport office also deals with applications through His 
Majesty’s consular officers by Palestinian citizens resident abroad for the 
grant to them of Palestinian passport facilities. 

The headquarters office of the department deals directly with all immigra¬ 
tion applications received through His Majesty’s passport control and consular 
officers abroad and with the preparation of the labour schedule. 

3. At the end of 1937, the approved staff of the department consisted of 
a total of 195 officers, divided as follows : —

7. The three inland immigration offices at Tel Aviv, Haifa and Jerusalem 
have all the same organization : those at Jaffa and Tiberias are small sub¬ 
offices. In describing the work of these offices it will suffice to regard the 
inland office at Tel Aviv as typical. All applicants are seen in the first

instance by an mquin clerk who answers minor queries, issues forms of ap¬ 
plications and directs applicants to the application clerk concerned. At the 
end of 1937 there were four application clerks and a cashier. One clerk 
received applications for immigrants (chiefly dependants of residents of 
Palestine) ; one received applications for passports, visas, and changes of 
names, and one received applications for naturalization. The fourth clerk 
assisted the passport and citizenship application clerks. 


The applications for passports, visas, naturalization and changes of names 
are transmitted directly to the Citizenship and Passport Office at Jerusalem. 
Palestinian passports can, however, he renewed and endorsed and return 
visas for Palestine granted at the inland immigration offices at Tel Aviv, Haifa 
and Jaffa, in addition to Jerusalem. 


Where necessary, immigration applications are investigated by an outdoor 
investigator who visits the applicants at their homes or places of employment 
and investigates statements on which a decision depends. The applications 
submitted at Tel Aviv are then considered individually by an Inspector of 
Migration at Tel Aviv who records his decision on each. If the application 
is rejected, the applicant is so informed : if it is approved an immigration 
certificate is issued by the certificate clerk, signed by the Assistant Commis¬ 
sioner of Migration and dispatched to the applicant with a copy to His 
Majesty’s passport control or consular officer abroad in whose dependency 
the prospective immigrant resides. The immigration application clerk at 
Tel Aviv also receives applications from travellers in Tel* Aviv wishing to 
extend their stay in Palestine beyond the period authorized hv their visas or 
desiring to remain permanently in Palestine. These applications are also 
decided by an Inspector of Migration at Tel Aviv. The remainder of the 
inland office staff consists of a supervisor, archivists, index and despatch 
clerks and typists.

At Tiberias, the two clerical officers in the inland immigration office also 
undertake frontier control duties at Samakli and at the Tiberias air-port. 


A Port Control is shortly being opened at Tel Aviv. 


11. At Haifa and Jaffa, the inspectors and control clerks board each ship 
arriving with immigrants or travellers, examine all passports and immigration 
certificates and allow those persons whose papers are in order to disembark. 
Persons whose papers are not in order are not allowed to land, except in 
detention, pending final disposal of their cases. 


The inspector controls the landing of passengers and crews from ships in 
harbour tor siiort periods and the visits of persons lrom land to ships in 
harbour. He is responsible generally in collaboration with the Police, for 
tailing adequate measures to prevent illegal immigration into his adminis¬ 
trative district by sea.

In addition to this expenditure, approximately 4‘P.2,(MH) were spent 
during 1937 for printing on behalf of Department of Migration by the Govern¬ 
ment- Printer and TP.1.687 on rents bv the Director of Public 'Works. 


At the end of 1937 the frontier control post at Jisr Yarmuk was still under 
construction and buildings were in process of construction at the Tel Aviv 
port by the Marine Trust Ltd., for the accommodation of the projected port 
control by the Department of Migration. 

The programme of capital expenditure on improvements for the reception 
and disposal of immigrants at the various controls lias been postponed as a 
resujt of the financial position of the Palestine Government.

2‘2. In the census of l\Kil liu* Jewish population of Palestine wan 
175,000 or 17 per cent, til the total population of Palestine, then 1,036,000. 
At the 30th June, 1937, it was estimated at 386,084 persons or ‘28 per cent, 
of the total population of Palestine, estimated at 1,383,320 persons. These 
estimates are prepared from the returns of births and deaths and of persons 
recorded as arriving in and departing from Palestine. The number of per¬ 
sons illegally in Palestine who have not been entered in the records is, of 
course, unknown.

26. The amount of capital owned by immigrant* is not declared. No in¬ 
clusive figures of deposits by such immigrants in Palestine hanks are available. 
Some of the capital of immigrants is still abroad; part is invested directly on 
arrival, and part does not pass through the banks at all. 


27. In September, 198*1, a licence was given l>\ the German Government 
to ‘Haavara’ (‘Transfer’) Company, a German-Jewish organization in Pales¬ 
tine with agents in Berlin, in virtue of which German-Jewish capital might 
he transferred to Palestine against German goods imported into Palestine. 
Uie amount of capital released by the German Government for export each 
month considerably declined during 1985. In the latter part of 1985 the 
transfer arrangements were brought under the direct control of the Jewish 
Agency. In 1986 the German Government enacted a decree under which in 
certain conditions the transfer of capital from Germany to Palestine by 
Jewish immigrants was facilitated. In 1987 a similar system was introduced 
in Poland and Palestine under the name of ‘Halifin’.

36. Percent* coining to other than purely temporary employment in Pales¬ 
tine enter under the labour schedule which is determined by the Government 
of Palestine every six months after considering the proposals of the Jewish 
Agency for the admission of Jewish labour immigrants. Since October, 
1934, the preliminary investigations by the Jewish Agency have been carried 
out in conjunction with an officer of the Department ol Migration who reports 
independently to the head of the department. 

37. Out of each labour schedule, a small reserve is retained by the depart¬ 
ment primarily for the admission of non-Jews. The remainder of the 
schedule is placed, subject to certain conditions, at the disposal of the Jewish 
Agencv.

39. A statement of Policy issued in July, 1937, by His Majesty’s Govern¬ 
ment included a decision to permit a total of eight thousand Jewish im¬ 
migrants to enter Palestine in all categories during the eight months from 
the 1st August, 1937, provided that the economic absorptive capacity of Pales¬ 
tine was not therebv exceeded.

To give effect to this policy the Immigration (Amendment) Ordinance, 
1937, was enacted on the 11th November, 1937. 


That Ordinance also : 

(a) made clearer the discretion vested in the Director, Department of Im¬ 
migration, in giving decisions on applications for the admission of dependants 
other than wives and children: 
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(b) introduced heavier penalties for aiding and abetting illegal immigration : 


(c) placed on persons charged with being illegally in Palestine the onus of 
proving the contrary; 

(d) vested in the Director, Department of Immigration instead of in the 
High Commissioner the power to decide whether persons were unsuitable for 
admission to Palestine; and 

(e) defined more clearly the power of the High Commissioner to prescribe 
fees. 

40. The Immigration (Amendment) Ordinance, 1937, defines a dependant’ 
as follows :— 

“(1) the wife, any child under 1H years of age, and any fatherless grand¬ 
child under that age, of an immigrant or a permanent resident; or 

(2) a person — 

(i) who is a relative other than a relative mentioned in paragraph 1 
hereof of an immigrant or of a permanent resident: and 

(ii) as to whom the Director, Department of Immigration, is satis¬ 
fied that he or she will he wholly and directly dependent for main¬ 
tenance and support upon such immigrant or permanent resident 
upon arrival in Palestine, and is likely to be so dependent; 

(a) in the case of a person of 18 years of age or more, throughout 
his residence in Palestine, and 

(b) in the case of a person under that age, during such time after 
his arrival in Palestine as the Director of Immigration shall 
in his discretion consider reasonable in all the circumstances 
of the case. ”

PART HI—CITIZENSHIP AND COGNATE MATTERS. 


59. Applications for Palestinian passports, both from Jerusalem and out- 
stations, are examined for accuracy anil completeness by a checker. After 
approval by the Assistant Commissioner for Citizenship and Passports a pass¬ 
port is made out by a scrivener and signed by the Assistant Commissioner on 
behalf of the High Commissioner. The Assistant Commissioner also renews 
existing Palestinian passports. He issues certificates of identity for persons 
unable to obtain national passports, identity and travel documents to ap¬ 
plicants without nationality, and grants visas for British territory to residents 
of Palestine who are qualified to receive them. 


60. The Assistant Commissioner for Citizenship and Passports acts as 
consular representative in Palestine for His Majesty’s Government, Govern¬ 
ments of the Dominions, Colonies and other British territories and for the 
Government of Trans-Jordan in regard to the grant of visas and passport 
facilities. He issues, renews and endorses British passports, grants 
visas for the United Kingdom and maintains a record of British subjects in 
Palestine who apply for registration. This work is done in accordance with 
instructions laid down hv the Governments concerned.

6-2. Since 1926, when Palestinian passports were first printed, some 
95,000 have been issued in Palestine. In Palestine, passports are only issued 
at Jerusalem but applications may be made at the sub-offices of the depart¬ 
ment at Tel Aviv, Haifa, Jaffa or Tiberias according to the place of residence 
of the applicant. Palestinian passports may be renewed and endorsed and 
return visas granted on foreign passports at the sub-offices at Tel Aviv, Haifa. 
Jaffa and Tiberias without reference to Jerusalem. British passports of 
British Army, Navy and Air Force personnel may also he renewed and en¬ 
dorsed at these sub-offices.

64. Mukhtars and others who furnished false evidence in connexion with 
applications for passport services were successfully prosecuted and convicted 
under the Passport Ordinance, 1934. 

65. There is still widespread evasion of the Palestinian immigration laws 
through marriages of convenience contracted between male Palestinian 
citizens and foreign women. Several ‘professional husbands who made false 
statements in connexion with their applications for the grant of Palestinian 
passport facilities to their wives were prosecuted and sentenced to terms of 
imprisonment. Passports of professional husbands are usually impounded by 
virtue of the fourth proviso to section 3 of the Passport Ordinance, 1934, while 
passports are refused to their wives under the first proviso to section 3 of 

the Oidinance. 

The dissolution in Palestine of these marriages of convenience is largely 
responsible for the abnormally high ratio of Jewish divorces to Jewish 
marriages in Palestine as shewn in the following table :—

66. Many applications are made each year by Jewish immigrants from 
Europe for the change of their names to Hebrew names, generally on the 
acquisition of Palestinian citizenship. These changes are registered under a 
public notice of the 16th March, 1921, and lists are published periodically in 

the Palestine Gazette.

67. Applications for naturalization are made through the inland offices at 
Tel Aviv, Haifa, Jaffa and Tiberias and the application section of the pass¬ 
port office in Jerusalem. A field officer of the naturalization branch of the 
passport office also visits outlying villages and receives applications on the 
spot. All applications are passed to the police for investigation and, if re¬ 
turned with a recommendation, are checked for accuracy and completeness 
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in the naUirulizalion branch iu Jerusalem. The application in then considered 
by the Assistant Commissioner for Citizenship and Passports hut rejection of 
an application is decided by the Commissioner. When an application is ap¬ 
proved, a naturalization certificate is made out in the naturalization branch 
and despatched to the Assistant Commissioner for Migration, or the District 
Officer of the sub-district ri which the applicant resides. The successful 
applicant takes an oath or gives a solemn affirmation of allegiance to the 
Palestine Government before the appropriate officer before receiving the 
naturalization certirteate. 


68 . The qualifications for naturalization are two Nears’ residence in 

■ V 

Palestine out of the three years immediately preceding the date of application, 
literacy in one of the three languages, good character and the declared inten¬ 
tion to settle m Palestine. In a very few cases naturalization is granted to 
persons under Article 7(5)i of the Palestinian Citizenship Order, 1925, whose 
two years’ residence has not been within the three years immediately prior to 
the date of application. In special cases minors are granted naturalization 
under Article 9(2) of the Order. The fee for naturalization is 500 mils.

70. Of the total of 12,194 applications submitted during 1937, 1,588 were 
accepted by the field naturalization officer from residents in Jewish rural 
settlements.

Kacli person deprived of Palestinian citizenship is first asked to show cause 
why this action should not he taken. All annulments and revocations are ap¬ 
proved by the Secretary of State for the Colonies and published in the Pales¬ 
tine Gazette. 


74. Indigent Palestinian citizens are repatriated at public expense on 
giving a written undertaking to refund the amount expended on their re¬ 
patriation to Palestine. As a rule, collateral guarantees are obtained from 
local sureties, and where possible, tlie cost of repatriation is paid in advance 
by relatives in Palestine. Authority for repatriation is granted by the As¬ 
sistant Commissioner for ( itizenship and Passports.
